W ashington, Oct. 24 (/Pi— S en­ 
ator Robert A. Taft of Ohio form ­ 
a ll y announced his candidacy to­ 
day for the 1948 Republican pres­ 
idential 
nom ination, 
describing 
race as “ wide open.” 
Taft's 
long-expected 
formal 
entry was contained in a letter 
to Fred TI. Johnson, chairm an of 
the Ohio Republican state com ­ 
m it1 ce. 
The com m ittee and o th ­ 
er Ohio GOF groups had 
urged 
him to m ake the race last Ju ly 31 
The letter was w ritten before 
P .r ab ut T ru m an ’s announcem ent 
to Taft and other congressional 
leaders that he was calling a spe­ 
cial session of Congress 
N ovem ­ 
ber IT. 
Taft w rote Johnson 
that 
he 
would keep speaking engagem ents 
already lined up but that atter 
tile senate met in 1918 he would 
be too busy here to m ake a p er­ 
sonal cam paign for the nom ina­ 
tion. 
Speaking Trip Planned 
The Senator hurried from yes­ 
terd ay ’s W hite House conference 
to catch a plane 
for 
Cincinnati 
v here he delivered 
an 
off-the- 
lecord talk at the C om m onw ealth 
club last night. 
It was not learned 
im m ediately w hether the special 
session 
call 
m ight 
cause 
any 
change in his speaking plans. 
T hese have yet to be announced. 
Rut Taft has been considering a 
trip through 
Missouri, 
K am as, 
O klahom a, A rkansas, 
and 
poss­ 
ibly Texas. 
His S cptem ber-O cto- 
ber sentim ent-testing journey took 
I rn 12.000 miles through Califor­ 
nia and the northw est states. 
T he Senator designated 
Rep. 
Cl na nce J. Brown, Ohio's R epub­ 
lican National com m itteem an, as 
bis preconvention cam paign m an ­ 
ager. 
Taft told Johnson he 
has 
no 
“ present intention” 
of 
entering 
any other state prim aries because. 
I e said, that would req u ire an ac­ 
tive personal cam paign and m ore 
tim e and m oney “th an are av ail­ 
able.” 
Most of the m oney for T aft’s 
cam paign is expected to be raised 
in Ohio. 
Leaders th e re are re ­ 
ported to have set a goal of $750,- 
000, w ith T aft unw illing to ac­ 
cept contributions exceeding $500. 
T aft’s 
announcem ent, 
which 
had been forecast for weeks, is 
the second to come from a n u m ­ 
ber of possibilities.

Flight Permit Granted 
T 
HE state 
aeronautics commission has 
relaxed a previous order requiring 
intra-state airlines to conform 
to 
CAH 
limitations on airport runways and as a re ­ 
sult of the new ruling Nationwide A irlines 
will be perm itted to include Escanaba as 
a stop on its Upper Peninsula - Detroit 
route when the local airport project is 
completed about November 15. 
Tfie CAR requires 3.800 foot ru n w ay s 
for interstate com mercial airline service 
but the present extension ot the east-w est 
runw ay at the local airport will provide a 
m axim um runw ay length of 
only 
3,000 
feet. The state aeronautics board has pro 
vided some of the funds for this im p ro v e­ 
ment and at that tim e approved the plan 
of Nationwide Airlines to stop at Escanaba. 


Later the north-south runw ay here will 
ho extended to 3,800 feet, which will co n ­ 
form to CAR regulations and open the w ay 
for Wisconsin Central Airlines to operate 
to and from Escanaba. This project, w hich 
prov ides for federal aid, is being te m p o r­ 
arily held up by technicalities. 


In relaxing its orders to permit N atio n ­ 
wide Airlines to stop at Escanaba w ith a 
3.000 feet runw ay, 
the civil aeronautics 
commission is simply fulfilling a pledge 
that it made w hen the City of E scanaba 
entered into the deal in good faith to e x ­ 
tend the east-w est runw ay to 3,000 feet.
